Mr,  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gtentleman; 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1960, 

The  vital  statistics  show  little  cliange.  There  was  a decrease 
of  ten  in  the  estimated  mid-year  population.  Deaths  nimibered  one  more 
than  iti  the  previous  year,  and  the  n-umber  of  births  increased  by  six. 

In  spite  of  this,  deaths  once  more  outnimibered  births.  One  infant  death 
and  one  stillbirth  were  recorded.  Once  again,  heart  disease,  vascifLar 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system, and  cancer,  in  that  order,  headed  the  list 
of  causes  of  death. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  v/as  low,  but  tliere  were 
1?^.  cases  of  a mild  form  of  dysentery  among  adults  and  children.  These 
came  to  light  as  the  result  of  investigations  into  cases  of  siclmess  and 
diarrhoea  in  a school  in  the  Boi'ough,  The  infection  in  these  instances 
did  not  8.ppear  to  be  food-bome. 

The  Council  continued  witli  its  slum  clearance  prograrmie  diu'iig 
the  year.  In  connection  vhLth  housing,  a bacla/ard  look  may  be  of  interest. 

In  his  annual  report  for  1928,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  men'tioned 
the  completion  of  the  last  four  houses  ii  Dutson  Terrace  and  went  on  to 
comment  "If  we  could  see  our  way  to  erect  about  l6  - 20  more  workmen's 
dwellings,  I believe  the  greater  part  of  the  housing  problem  vrauld  be  solved. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  War,  the  Council  ovmed  54  houses  and  flats;  it  ncv; 
ovms  237,  and  building  continues.  Demand  continues  also,  however,  over 
and  above  the  needs  of  slum  clearance,  and  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  malce 
a confident  prediction  that  the  end  of  the  housing  problem  is  in  sight,  in 
spite  of  the  Council's  considerable  achievement, 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  G,L, Gifford,  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all  aspects  of  our  work 
together  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's  other 
departments  have  continued  their  willing  help,  I am  grateful  to  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  aclonovrledge,  once  again,  the  continued  interest 
and  encouiragement  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and,  in  particular,  of  tine 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Heal'bh  Committee,

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CIRCUIIS^JTOSS  OF  THEi  DISgPJCT 

^illSR  SUEPIZSS 


On  the  1st  October,  I96O,  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board 
established  its  headquarters  at  Lislceard  and  c arinnenced  the  recruitment, 
equipment  and  general  creation  of  the  comprehensive  organisation  necessary. 

The  transfer  of  the  responsibility  for  the  da^j/'  to  day  running  of  the  T/'ater 
organisation  for  the  Launceston  Borough  to  the  East  Cornwall  Y/ater  Board 
was  postponed  matil  the  1st  April, 

Launceston  derives  its  vra.ter  supply  from  an  upland  surface  source. 

Tills  is  an  isolated  and  almost  uninhabitated  area  at  Bray  Down  on  Bodmin 
Moor,  At  the  head  \Torks  at  Bray  Down  which  were  constructed  in  1897 ter 
is  extracted  from  two  separate  sources.  Firstly,  the  open  moorland  stream, 
part  of  wrhich  may  be  diverted  iito  tiie  head  wrorks  and  through  the  filter 
beds,  ard  secondly,  a series  of  four*  springs  which  have  been  piped  to  a 
common  point,  and  enter  the  main  at  a point  below  tiie  head  vnrlcs, 
consequently  the  water  from  the  springs  is  unfiltered.  There  is,  however, 
no  need  for  filtration  in  the  case  of  the  spriig  water  since  samioles 
iSfonsistently  show  tliis  water  to  be  free  from  organisms.  The  iirater  is  acid 
in  character,  having  a pH  varying  bet\7een  5 and  5»5*  This  causes  considerable 
corrosion  and  deposit  in  the  trunlc  mail  and  scrapiag  by  wader  ferret  is 
carried  out  at  regular  intervals.  The  v/ater  is  soft,  haviig  a total  hardness 
equivalent  to  cadcium  carbonate  of  20  j)»P«m,,  and  is  therefore  very  suitable 
for  washing  and  cooking. 

There  is  more  than  sufficient  livater  on  the  gathering  grounds  at 
Bra.y  Dovm.  to  serve  tlie  needs  of  the  population  of  Launceston,  Any 
temporary  shortage  wliich  may  occur  is  attributable  to  the  trunk  main  failing 
to  compensate  an  excessive  demand.  This  happened  on  one  occasion  during 
July,  but  vdth  co-operation  from  the  public  the  difficulty  was  soon  overcame. 
The  daily  v/ater  consumption  varies  betvreen  190,000  and  242,000  gallons.  Steps 
■were  talcen  during  the  year  to  increase  the  rather  poor  v/ater  pressire  at  one 
high  le'vel  area  of  the  tov/n  by  the  installation  of  a booster  pump  and  gravity 
tank. 

Monthly  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  raw  water 
received  from  the  trunk  main  at  Y/indnill  Reservoir  during  the  year.  Eight 
of  these  monthly  examinations  shov/ed  that  no  coliforra  orgarlsms  v/ere  present, 
but  their  presence  vras  noted  in  samples  talcen  in  July,  August,  September  and 
October,  As  the  v/ater  before  dis'fcribution  is  treated  vlth  chlorine,  ammonia 
and  silicate  of  soda,  and  chlorination  is  calculated  at  a masdru-um  constant 
and  does  not  vary  -v/ith  flov/,  adequate  protection  is  ensured.  This  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  monthly  examinations  of  v/ater  from  the  distribution 
system,  talcen  on  the  same  dates  as  the  rav/  v/ater  samples,  v/ere  consistently 
reported  as  being  free  from  colifom  organisms. 
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As  the  moorland  viater  is  liable  to  have  a plumh^ solvent  action,  the 
local  hyelaTv-s  xorohibit  the  use  of  lead  in  service  or  distributing  pipes. 

Some  anxiety  in  this  respect  was  felt  regarding  the  water  supply  in  one  of 
the  older  establishments  in  the  tovm.vhere  lead  piping  had  been  in  use  for 
many  years.  A sample  \7as  taken  after  water  had  been  allowed  to  stand  in 
the  pipes  all  night,  but  on  exaiiiination,  0,1  parts  per  million  only  of  lead 
was  found  to  be  present,  such  an  amomit  being  considered  as  ”not  significant” 

Out  of  a total  of  1,525  dwellings  with  a population  of  4,670  persons 
1,519  dwellings  and  4^650  persons  are  supplied  Virith  water  from  public 
water  mains.  No  standpipes  are  used  in  the  Borough, 

A chemical  sample  taken  from  a borehole  serving  a small  community 
was  reported  as  containing  an  excessively  large  proportion  of  dissolved 
iron,  i.e.,  5*5  parts  per  million.  The  iron  imdergoes  oxidation  when  the 
water  becomes  exposed  to  the  air  and  then  becomes  deposited  as  insoluble 
oxide  of  iron.  The  question  of  an  extension  of  the  Borough  water  supply  to 
this  area  is  being  actively  ejpjlored. 

STOMIG  BATIiS 


The  STdmming  Pool  at  the  Coronation  Park  is  the  open  air  type, 
contaiiing  approximately  100,000  gallons  of  v/ater  and  is  filled  from  the 
Borough  supply  ii  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  bath  is  equipped  vkLth  an 
automatic  chlorination  dosing  plant,  and  is  further  treated  by  a circulating 
filter,  sulphate  of  alumina  being  added  as  a coagulant.  Whilst,  due  to 
the  poor  suimer,  heavy  bathing  loads  were  not  experienced  at  the  sThumaing 
bath,  monthly  saonples  talcen  from  May  to  August  showed  that  no  coliform 
organisms  were  present  in  the  Yra.ter, 

SEWEEhiGS 


Launceston  is  largely  served  by  the  separate  or  dual  system  of 
sev/erage,  that  is  to  say,  rain  or  surface  v/ater  drainage  is  kept  separate 
from  soil  and  waste  drainage,  and  the  tvro  are  conveyed  by  separate  sewers 
to  separate  outfalls,  surface  water  to  the  rivers  and  soil  water  to  the 
disposal  works.  At  present,  I60  dwellings  are  not  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system,  as  the  very  hilly  nature  of  the  area  Iras  made  sewerage 
a major  problem,  and  these  I60  d’wellings  are  almost  entirely  served  by 
septic  tanks.  Investigations  are  being  carried  out  to  the  main  foul 
sewerage  system  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  'the  entry  of  surface  water  which 
is  causing  surcharging  of  these  sev/ers. 

Scarne  Sermge  Woivcs,  which  were  reconstructed  during  1959^  came 
into  use  early  in  I96O,  and  effluent  samples  taken  shortly  after  this  were 
well  within  the  standards  required  by  the  Royal  Gorriiission,  In  October, 
work  commenced  on  the  second  stage  of  the  reconstruction  of  St,  Leonards 
Sev/age  Works,  Bad  weather  considerably  hampered  the  work. 
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DISIIgECTION 


Ciori'ent  and  tenm.,lrLa.l  disinfection  "by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid 
disinfectants  is  carried  out  v/hen  infectious  disease  is  notified.  Two 
houses  were  disinfected  duri:ig  the  year. 

DISBHl’ESTATION 


Disinfestation  of  premises  is  carried  out  when  required*  As  in 
1959 ^ considerable  trouble  Y/as  experienced  from  heavy  infestations  by  the 
cluster  fly.  There  are  three  types  of  this  fly,  the  type  identified  in 
the  roof  spaces  affected  at  Launceston  being  "musca  autumnalis. '■  It  is 
knovm  to  return  to  the  same  house  year  after  year  in  spite  of  heavy 
fumigation.  The  reason  is  \mknovm  and  no  known  fumigant  or  poison  is 
considered  to  be  effective  against  it  for  a period  longer  than  fourteen 
days*  The  residual  effect  of  sprays  and  fumigants  is  therefore  limited. 
The  most  unpleasant  effect  of  the  infestation  of  a roof  space  by  the 
cluster  fly  is  the  entry  into  the  storage  tank  in  the  roof  of  thousands  of 
flies,  YThich  eventually  circulate  through  the  hot  water  system  and  az'e 
extremely  difficult  to  eliminate  from  it, 

FUBIIC  CLEAIISING 


Bi-Y/eekly  collections  are  made  of  household  refuse  and  weekly 
collections  made  of  refuse  and  salvage  from  trade  premises.  Thirty  tons, 
fifteen  hundredweights,  tv70  quarters  of  v/astepa.per  vrere  sold  during  the 
year,  realising  £l85*10.3d.

Cysticercus  Eovis 

Tliere  were  six  cases  of  infestation  by  Cysticercus  Bovis  detected 
during  I960,  as  against  five  in  1959*  Tliis  parasite,  the  developmental 
stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  was  found  ia  two  steers  and  four  heifers.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  0.12%,  representing  an  increase  of  0,0^  over  the  1959 
figure  of  0,10%, 

Affected  carcases  are  totally  conderiined  if  the  condition  is  generalised. 
Othezv/ise  they  ai'e  treated  by  tlrree  weelcs  refi'igeration  at  a tanperature  not 
exceeding  20  degrees  Fahrenheit,  In  all  cases  detected  during  tlie  year,  the 
lesion  was  in  the  head  or  in  the  heart,  and  no  cysts  were  found  in  the  carcases. 
The  organ  or  part  affected  is  alv/ays  condemned. 
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The  carcases  of  five  aiiimals  Vu’ere  sent  to  Launceston  from  other 
areas  for  refrigeration  folloY/ing  tlie  finding  in  them  of  localised 
Cysticercosis  Bovis.  Careful  supervision  y/ as  ma.intained  to  ensure  that 
the  required  detention  period  v/as  observed. 


Tuberculosis 

The  success  of  the  Tuberculosis  (ComY/all  and  West  Devon)  Eradication 
Area  Order,  1959}  in  reducing  bovine  tubercudosis  can  only  be  appreciated 
Yfhen  it  is  realised  that  in  1958}  there  were  473  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis 
detected  in  the  Borough.  In  1959}  vdien  tiie  slaughter  of  reacting  cattle 
was  carried  out,  this  figure,  including  the  reactors  slaughtered,  fell  to 
236.  In  i960,  only  I6  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  were  detected,  v;hich 
means  that  the  disease  has  been  virtually  eradicated  from  cattle.  In  this 
connection,  the  routine  procedure  nov/  is  to  notify  tlie  Animal  Health  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis  detected 
during  meat  inspection,  giving  particulars  of  their  place  of  origin.  The  f 

Ministry  then  carry  out  tuberculin  testing  of  all  animals  on  the  affected 
farrii  and  arrange  for  the  immediate  slaughter  of  any  reactors.  This  course 
of  action  vms  follov/ed  in  the  I6  cases  mentioned. 

The  eradication  scheme  has  not  yet  been  directed  to  tuberculosis 
in  pigs  and,  even  though  the  incidence  v;as  reduced  from  3 ‘08%  ii  1959  to 
2.06^  in  i960,  this  still  means  that  425  pigs  were  detected  on  slaughter  as 
being  affected  Ydth  tuberculosis. 

SLAUC-HTBRHUUSLS  ACT,  1958. 

The  comprehensive  x'eport  called  for  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food  on  the  existnig  and  x^robable  future  requirements  of  the 
area  Y.dth  regard  to  slaughterhouse  faciliuies  \7as  forrarded  on  the  23rd 
April,  i960.  The  report  was  approved  uathout  amendment,  and  on  the  2nd 
November,  I96O,  the  Minister  made  the  Slaughterhouse,  I-tygiene  and  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations  (Appointed  Day  No.  3)  Order,  i960.  Under  this  Order, 
the  slaughterhouses  v/itliin  the  Borough  were  required  by  the  1st  January’’,  | 

1961,  to  complete  the  v/orks  recommended  in  the  Slaughterhouses  Report,  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  all  these  \7orks  Y/ere  completed  by  the  required  date.

The  infectious  diseases  i/Thicli  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  follov/ing  Smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever, typhus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague, policnyelitis 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dj'-sentery,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  acute  prinapy  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia, viiooping 
cough,  measles,  acute  encephalitis,  meningococcal  infection,  anthrax  and 
food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  sho-wn  in  Table  III, 

Smallpox o No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  Y/'hich 
56  primary  vaccinations  and  3 revaccinations  Yrere  carried  out. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  of  diphtheria  Y/as  notified  during  the  year, 

Pifty-nine  children  received  a conp)lete  course  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  during  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  lased  in  almost  all  cases. 

Lleasles,  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year, 

7/hooping  Cough.  Fourteen  children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this 
disease  in  November  and  December, 

Poliomyelitis , No  case  of  this  disease  Y/as  notified  diuring  the  year. 
Vaccination  against  this  infection  continued,  and,  in  February,  the  Minister 
of  Health  extended  the  age  range  of  those  eligible  to  inclu.de  persons  up  to 
the  age  of  40  years,  and  introduced  also  some  additional  priority  groups. 

During  the  year,  201  persons  in  the  Borough  completed  the  primary 
course  of  bv/o  injections.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  a total  of  II67  persons 
in  all  the  eligible  age-groups  and  priority  classes  had  received  the  primary 
course  of  vaccination  since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  195^,  ond 
936  of  these  had  also  had  their  third  injection. 

Erysipelas , This  streptococcal  skin  infection  is  noY/  unccramon,  but  three 
canes,  all  in  adults,  were  notified  during  the  year.  These  were  too  iTidely 
separated  in  time  of  occurrence  to  have  been  connected  with  one  another. 

Dysentery.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  occurrence  of  a number  of 
cases  of  diarrhoea  and  sickness  in  one  school  in  the  Borough  Y/as  notified 
by  the  Education  Authority,  Bacteriological  examination  shoY/ed  some  of 
these  to  be  due  to  the  organism  responsible  for  the  mild  form  of  dysentery 
knoY/n  as  Sonne  dysentery.  Subsequent  investigations  brought  to  light 
further  cases.  In  all,  fourteen  cases  were  discovered,  eight  children 
and  six  adults. 
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As  a routine  precaution,  specimens  from  the  school  meals  staff  vrere 
submitted  to  the  laboratoi^^,  altiiough  the  sporo-dic  incidence  of  the  sclaool 
cases  did  not  suggest  any  connection  T/ith  school  meals.  All  Yrere  negative. 
Some  of  the  affected  adults  v/ere  employed  in  the  handling  of  food  and  u-ere 
not  allowed  to  return  to  vrorlc  until  successive  negative  bacteriological 
reports  v/ere  received.  Household  contacts  who  were  food  handlers  were 
excluded  from  work  similarly,  as  a precautionary  measure.

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No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193^,  which  deals 
witli  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis. 


The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patient. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest  Pliysician  (Dr, 

Mellor)  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospjital,  The  Co^unty  Council 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitox*  attends  the  Clinic,  follows  up  the  patients 
in  their  homes,  traces  contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and  'bhus  acting 
as  a most  valuable  and  essential  "liason  officer"  betvTeen  the  curative  and 
preventive  services,  bridges  a most  alarming  adiiiinistrative  gap.  All 
susceptible  contacts  of  Imown  cases  in  the  Borough  are  offered  B,C,G-, 
vaccination  and  the  majority  avail  themselves  of  this  metlaod  of  protection. 

The  County  Council's  scheme  for  B, C,Go  Vaccination  of  susceptible 
school  leavers  was  continued  during  the  year,  again  with  ai  excellent  response,

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  During  I96O,  one  male  death  from  cancer  of  the  lung  was 
recorded  out  of  a total  of  10  cancer  deaths.  Since  1949,  there  have  been  55 
male  and  75  female  deaths  from  all  forras  of  cancer.  Of  these,  8 male  and  4 

female  deaths  have  been  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.
